If animals have been admitted to entry or transfer through 
error, misrepresentations or fraud, such entries or transfers 
are void, together with any entries or transfers that may 
+ave been made of descendants of such animals, and the 
Club assumes no liability for damages arising from such entry 
or transfer. 

The Secretary shall refuse for record any subsequent entry 
or transfer dependent upon the signature of any person or 
persons implicated in misrepresentation or fraudulent entry 
or transfer. * 

Opportunity will be given for consideration of matters 
relating to the welfare of the Club and its work. A Guernsey 
Breeders’ lunch will be served immediately following the 
meeting.

The Florham Farms Sale Catalog. 


There is a saying that we were taught sometime in the dim 
and distant past—so long ago in fact that the exact words 
are beyond recall—to the effect that a man is known by the 
company he keeps. This might well be extended to breeders 
of Guernseys and changed to read, ‘‘a breeder is first known 
by the character of his advertising.” 

That there is a wide variation in the quality of advertising 
material put out is forcibly brought to our attention on 
various occasions, but especially in the spring of the year 
when sales are more numerous than at other seasons. 

The sale catalogs which are the fore-runners of these events, 
assume all sorts of sizes, shapes and degrees of attractiveness. 
One’s attention is, therefore, unconsciously directed toward 
those catalogs which present an inviting appearance both as 
to the covers and material contained between them. 

A unique sale catalog which has recently appeared is that 
of the Florham Farms Sale to be held in the near future. 
There are several things about this book which stamp it as 
decidedly high class and as a standard of excellence among 
sale catalogs. On the cover appears an attractive half tone 
print of a bull to be included in the sale. This with the 
simple statement ‘‘Florham Farms Guernseys at Auction, 
Thursday, May 11, 1916,’’ causes one involuntarily to look 
within. 

At this juncture one discovers that the book is large enough 
to contain in a very readable and understandable form the 
long and important stories told by the well arranged pedi- 
grees, the value of which is enhanced many fold by the fact 
that the data contained therein is complete and revised to 
the last minute before going to press. Repetition of data 
seems to have been studiously avoided and the exclusion of 
unnecessary data and the greatest simplicity consistent 
with telling the truth and the whole truth has been attaired. 

The ancestry and performance of the animals for sale is 
thus-made known, but the problems of conveying to the 
prospective buyer an adequate idea of the general conforma- 
tion of the cattle for sale is always an important one with 
every breeder. Attractive half tone prints accomplish this 
end very satisfactorily and in addition lighten up the cata- 


log and make it more readable. The choice of photographs 


for use in Mr. Hope’s catalog has been most wisely made. 

An innovation appears on the last page on which is given 
the ‘‘genealogy of Moses, the lawgiver of the Israelites and 
organizer of the Israelitish nation unequalled amongst all 
lawgivers, founders of States and teachers of mankind.” 
This, it is stated, is submitted for consideration in connection 
with the subject of line breeding.

‘‘In order to conduct our sales in a business-like manner 
and treat our customers right, we will offer 75 head of high 
class individuals at the coming sale under the same rule that 
we have used for several of our past sales which is as follows: 
‘No person consigning animals to this sale will be allowed to 
bid, or permit any person to bid for him.’ This rule is strictly 
adhered to and when any consignor is found breaking it he 
is punished accordingly. 

Our Association has confidence enough in the buying 
public to offer animals at their mercy and we feel they will 
be willing to offer us good prices in exchange for our high 
class individuals and the way we aim to do business.

There 
will be daughters of Advanced Register cows of various ages 
and their breeding traces to some of the best families of the 
breed, such as the Yeksa, May Rose, Raymond, Glenwood, 
Masher Sequel and Governor of the Chene. A few choice 
bulls of the same breeding will also be offered. 

*‘Animals will be offered in this sale that could not be 
bought under private conditions as it is the desire of the 
members to spread the fame of Waukesha County by con- 
ducting very high class business-like sales and sell good 
individuals. 

*“We extend to you an invitation to be with us on the date 
mentioned and buy some of the best animals that can be 
found at your own price. Auctioneers are J. R. Love, J. E. 
Mack and R. L. Benjamin.” 

A phrase borrowed from one of the large manufacturing 
companies reads as follows: ‘‘It pays to patronize the one 
who seeks your steady business rather than the one who tries 
for a single sale.” The Waukesha people have made their 
sales an annual event, and, therefore, they seek such patron- 
age. ’ 

Herd Averages. 

The following letter was received in the daily mail: 

“*If you have the data at hand, will you kindly advise me 
the general average in butter fat of the five leading Guernsey 
dairy herds in the United States, and of the five leading dairy 
herds in the State of , the herds to consist of nine or 
more cows?” Needless to state, no data was at hand from 
which to give a satisfactory reply. 

We are justly surprised and gratified at the wonderful 
dairy records that are being made by individual cows in each 
of the dairy breeds and of the world’s records that are con- 
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stantly being broken. These show not only the capacity of 
the cow, but the ability of the feeder and handler to obtain 
large amounts of milk and butter fat. 

Many breeders have obtained not only fine individual 
records, but also high averages for all their A. R. records. 
One such report just received shows an average for the 43 
records made of 11013.78 pounds of milk and 528 pounds of 
butter fat. When we consider that 22 of the 43 made over 
500 pounds of fat and only eight of that number were mature 
cows, it is all the more commendable. Twenty of the 43, 
including two heifers with first calf, gave an average of 
12291.42 pounds of milk and 589.62 pounds of fat. 

A smaller herd in which every animal has been given an 
official test, and all but four that are too young have been 
re-entered with a resulting increase in production every time, 
shows a herd average for all’ cows and all records of over 
11261 pounds of milk and 573.72 pounds of butter fat. Only 
17 of the 32 records giving the above average were made by 
mature or Class A cows. These are examples of herd averages 
that should stimulate every breeder. There may be others 
much better that we should like to see brought to light. 

It is figures of this character that tell the story, yet there 
may be chapters not included just as interesting in the figures 
they would reveal. Every individual is an integral part of 
the herd to be fed or cared for. In the yearly balance sheet 
each animal adds to or takes from the amount of income. 
The man whose business is dairying is vitally interested in 
the total income. It is more important than that one cow 
should make 1000 pounds of butter fat and the nineteen 
remaining only 300 pounds each. 

More attention should be given to herd averages that 
include every animal that has come to the pail, fresh cows 
and strippers, yes and dry ones, too. To breed up a herd of 
dairy cows that is producing an average of 400 pounds of 
butter fat for every cow and heifer in the herd is abundant 
evidence of constructive breeding. That man will be seen 
steadily moving his stake ahead to the 450 and even 500 
pound mark. The man who can do this is a greater breeder 
than the one who may obtain 1000 pounds of fat from one 
cow, but whose herd average may be less than 400 pounds. 
There are altogether too many breeders who do not keep 
any records or who know what their herd average is per cow. 

It is interesting to note that he who puts down no stake 
makes little or no progress, while the man who sets his at 350 
pounds or a pound a day soon becomes dissatisfied and de- 
termines to raise it. Like acquiring land or wealth, the more 
he gets the more he wants and believes is within his reach. 
At the beginning every man doing Advanced Register work 
should set a figure for himself and keep moving it ahead. 
There should be no standing still or marking time. Progress 
should be the watchword for the great mass of dairymen and 
breeders. 

Where have you set your stake and what is your herd 
average?

A Herd Fast Coming Into Prominence Through Its 
Advanced Register Work and Show Yard Experience:-- 
Two Essential Factors in a Successful Breeding Business - 


VERY high class Guernsey herd that has been de- 
A veloped in recent years is that owned by Bent Broth- 

ers of Oglesby, Illinois. There are three Bent broth- 
ers, Edward T., Henry A. and J. Raymond, who own coal 
and cement rock mining interests in and around Oglesby, 
which is located in the north central portion of the state of 
Illinois. 

The desirability of turning the land which they had pur- 
chased for its ultimate mineral wealth into some immediate 
profitable use, was the main reason for organizing a farm and 
later a pure bred Guernsey herd of cattle to be known as the 
Bailey Falls Farm and Herd. 

The farm comprises about 350 acres. It was purchased 
in 1898, and is underlaid with limestone and clay of the quality 
desirable for Portland cement and also three seams of soft 
coal. At first a portion of the Jand was rented out for farming 
and on the remainder sheep and steers were grazed. This 
arrangement, however, proved unsatisfactory, and it was 
then that the Bents concluded to try the dairy business on a 
small scale, and thereby provide a better and more reliable 
supply of milk for the city of Oglesby, a small growing city 
with a very poor and inadequate milk supply. Accordingly 
in 1907 two grade Jersey cows which J. R. Bent had kept for 
his own family use, and twelve other grade cows then pur- 
chased, were placed on the farm, and a cheap grade bull was 
purchased to head the herd. A man with dairy experience 
and education was employed to take the local foremanship 
or superintendency at the farm, and J. R. Bent assumed the 
responsibility of managing partner. 

Mr. Bent soon 
learned that to carry 
on a dairy business 
would take some study 
on his part, since he 
was not at that time 
acquainted through 
practical, first hand 
experience with farm- 
ing and dairy opera- 
tions. As a result of 
his study and reading, 
he became interested 
in the Guernsey cow, 
and as time went on, 
she appeared in a more 
and more favorable 
light to him. 

As the farm and 
dairy grew and as- 
sumed a definite or- 
ganization, the usual 
crops found on a dairy 
farm were grown. AIl- 
falfa was early started 
and now there are 
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BAILEY FALLS FAR! 


NORA’S MAY KING OF BAILEY FALLS 21759 
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about 100 acres devoted to the growing of this valuable milk 
producing legume. Four hundred and fifty tons of hay were 
put up last year. Corn is raised in abundance for the farm 
lies in the great corn belt and is especially adapted to the 
growing of this grain. A large quantity is ensiled for the use 
of the dairy herd each year. 

The milk route had not long been started when the demand 
for the excellent Bailey Falls Farm milk began to grow so 
rapidly that improvement of some sort was found to be 
necessary. It resulted in the steps which led up to the pur- 
chase of pure breds and will be described later. The supply 
of milk, it may be said, has been made as far as possible to 
keep pace with the ever increasing demand and at the present 
time the herd will be found to total around 115 head, of which 
sixty are milking cows. The milk and cream are now dis- 
tributed in two cities, namely, Oglesby and La Salle, from 
400 to 500 quarts being sold daily, and the premium price of 
twelve cents per quart is received in La Salle, and ten cents 
in Oglesby. 

To house their herd, very adequate, but not elaborate 
quarters have been provided. The main herd is kept in a 
long rectangular shaped barn which accommodates fifty-two 
cows in stanchions. There are three box stalls in this portion 
of the stables for use of sick or calving cows. The buildings 
are abundantly lighted and well screened from flies in the 
summer. The floor is sanitary, being concrete at all points, 
except that both stalls and boxes are paved with cork brick. 
The stanchions and box stalls are the James sanitary type 
and the King ventilating principle is utilized in all of the 
dairy stock barns. The 
hay is contained in a 
large, framed, closed-in 
structure at the end of 
the main cow stable 
and the silos, three in 
number, adjoin the feed 
room of this building. 
The bull and calf barns 
are separated and lo- 
cated a short, but con- 
venient distance from 
where the main herd is 
housed and the _ bull 
barn is two story, the 
upper floor being taken 
up with eight large 
grain bins, and there is 
a feed grinding room at 
one end of the first 
floor of the bull barn. 
These barns are light, 
airy and dry, making 
ideal quarters for these 
important divisions of 
Dam-Nora Wayland 22193 the herd. The men 
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enjoy the privileges of neat dormitories and a boarding de- 
partment. A separate cottage has been built for the herds- 
man. 

In addition to the dairy a herd reaching as high as 500 
hogs, the nucleus of which is pure bred Berkshires, has been 
developed, but it has been decided that one specialty is 
enough on the farm, and the hog line will be dropped in order 
to more carefully intensify and develop the dairy and pure 
bred Guernsey lines, which have proved to be the most profit- 
able as well as the most 
interesting department. 
In a small way, poultry, 
bees and vegetables are 
raised, and the 
products are consumed 
either on the farm, or 
through the depart- 
ment store at Oglesby, 
in which the Bent 
Brothers are principal- 
ly interested. 

Coming now to the 
development of the 
dairy herd, it was a long 
step forward when in 
1908 the pure bred 
Guernsey bull, Henry 
Smith Peg of Home- 
stead 12957 was pur- 
chased from L. V. Ax- 
tell’ of Perry, Ohio. 
Due to the fact that 
there were but few pure 
bred cows in the herd 
during the term of his 
service, he has to his 
credit only one pure bred daughter, but he has sired a large 
number of very good grades. There are among the grades in 
this herd some quite remarkable animals. The records of 
some of these are given in an accompanying table. 

Some of the grade Guernseys did so well that the desire 
was created to establish a pure bred Guernsey herd and do 
some constructive breeding. Mr. Bent, therefore, conceived 
the idea of gathering together from reliable sources some of 
the best individuals that could be found, from the conforma- 
tion, pedigree and production standpoints. These were 
purchased in several different parts of the country. On these 
foundation cows have been used bulls representing four of 
the leading strains of Guernsey blood. 

Mr. Bent first purchased Prince Arthur of Arcady 17674, 
a double grandson of Imp. Masher’s Sequel 11462, A. R., 


also 
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through Imp. Masher’s Sequel 2d 12503 and Imp. Dairy 
Maid of Anneville V. 22252. This bull was bought in 1911, 
but unfortunately died in 1914 from pneumonia. 

The next herd sire to be secured was of the Glenwood 
strain, namely, Christine’s Glenwood of Pinehurst 12132, a 
son of Glenwood Boy of Haddon 4605 A. R., and out of 
Christine of Pinehurst 13940 A. R. 299, with a record, made 
as a six year old, carrying a calf six months, of 11576.60 
pounds of milk and 507.44 pounds of butter fat. Unfortu- 
nately, the Glenwood 
bull lived but a short 
time after coming to 
the Bailey Falls Farm 
herd. He was pur- 
chased in the spring of 
1912 and while at the 
National Dairy Show 
the same year caught 
cold and died as a re- 
sult. He was, however, 
exhibited at several lo- 
cal and the _ Illinois 
State Fair, and won 
first and grand cham- 
pionship at each of the 
county fairs in northern 
Illinois and first at the 
Illinois State Fair. 

About the same time 
also, there was pur- 
chased one of the best 
sons of Governor of the 
Chene 1297 P. S., A. 
R., that it was possible 
to find on the Island of 
Guernsey. This was 
the bull, Imp. Reformer of the Chene 22004, who was out 
of the foundation stock cow, Le Gele’s May 3334 F. S. 

The other line of breeding which is being carried on at 
Bailey Falls Farm is the May Rose. For this purpose a son 
of Imp. King of the May 9001 A. R., and Nora Wayland 
22193, A. R. 1360, with 642.2 pounds fat is being used. He 
is known as Nora’s May King of Bailey Falls 21759. He has 
been shown quite extensively on the fair circuits and has 
won a great many prizes, among them being first prize and 
senior and grand championship bull at the Illinois State 
Fair, 1914. 

With these bulls, all of whom were excellent individuals, 
it was planned to build up the herd in the Glenwood, the 
France, the May Rose, and the Governor of the Chene fam- 
ilies and thus pro-create four of the popular strains of the

present time. To these bulls have been bred the following 
foundation cows purchased in 1911 and 1912. The descrip- 
tions of some of them follow. 

Imp. England’s Butter Queen 33695 A. R. 2403, was pur- 
chased in May, 1911, from Arthur Meeker of Lake Forest, 
Illinois, and has proven to be a very strong, fine type of dairy 
cow and a prolific breeder regardless of the bull to which she 
was bred. She has produced a calf every year since her im- 
portation. In June, 1912, she was placed on test and made 
8638.60 pounds of milk and 460.76 pounds of butter fat and 
she has produced, since coming to this country, three daugh- 
ters and two sons. On the fair circuit, she has taken the 
following prizes: first and champion, Bureau County Fair, 
1912; sweepstakes, La Salle County Fair, 1912; second prize, 
Northern Illinois and La Salle Fair, 1912. 

Imp. Kingsmoor Daisy 18th 33720 A. R. 
chased from Mr. Meeker in 1911, has developed into a big, 
fine typed cow. When she produced her second calf as a two 
and a half year old, she was placed on test and produced 
7592.9 pounds of milk and 387.89 pounds of butter fat. She 
was sired hy Gold Dust of Lilyvale 1750 E. G. H. B., and 
out of Kingsmoor Daisy 14th 6935 E. G. H. B. Her grand- 
sire on her sire’s side is Imp. Golden Secret 12599 A. R., 
which makes her a close relative to Nella Jay 4th 38233. 

One of the best buys Mr. Bent has made for his foundation 
herd was Mernalette 2d 14731 A. R. 346. She was purchased 
from Charles L. Hill of Rosendale, Wisconsin, in 1911, in 
whose herd she made some very good Advanced Register 
records and was considered the leading producer in the herd. 
She had, at the time of her death, four Advanced Register 
records, and had won several prizes in the Wisconsin Dairy 
Cow Competition held a few years before. As a two and a 
half year old she was first placed on test and made 9396.4 
pounds of milk and 485.00 pounds of butter fat, carrying a 
calf five and one-half months. In May 1908, she was again 
entered for the Advanced Register and produced 11049.6 
pounds of milk and 555.38 pounds of butter fat. In 1909, 
she was entered in the Wisconsin Dairy Cow Competition 
and produced 13225.7 pounds of milk and 644.53 pounds of 
butter fat. She was shipped to Bailey Falls Farm just before 
freshening in 1912, and though over ten years of age at the 
time, and not used to her new, strange quarters, she was put 
on test and made 11619.8 pounds of milk and 553.19 pounds 
of butter fat, carrying a calf seven months. She was sired 
by Golden Morning 6708 and out of Mernalette 5723.

Bailey Falls Farm was Alice of Bailey Falls 41317, sired by 
Selma’s Glenwood 12596 A. R. She has proven to be a won- 
derful animal both in conformation and production. As a 


two year old she made 10200.4 pounds of milk and 457.94 
lbs. of butter fat under very adverse conditions. 


She has been 
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exhibited at some of the leading Guernsey shows in the coun- 
try and has taken the following prizes: Calf under six months, 
first and sweepstakes, La Salle Fall Fair; first, Bureau County 
Fair; first La Salle County Fair; third, North Illinois Fair in 
1912. In 1914, Illinois State Fair, first for heifer, 2 and 
under 3, and in first aged herd and dairy herd. At the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, she took second and was in the third prize 
dairy herd. She is now bred to a young bull, owned by 
Dr. Brophy of Chicago. This bull is out of Dolly Bloom of 
Ingleside 37366, who was started on test as a three and a half 
year old and made for six months an average production of 
46.2 pounds of milk per day and an average fat production 
of 87.9 pounds per month. 

From W. W. Marsh of Waterloo, Iowa, was purchased 
Lavendar of the Glen 18391 A. R. 886, sired by Fernwood of 
Homestead 7448 A. R., and out of Violet of the Glen 10147 
A. R. 556. In Class D, Lavendar was entered for the Ad- 
vanced Register and produced 10203.9 pounds of milk and 
559.41 pounds of butter fat, which placed her in the Class 
Leaders at that time. Since coming to Bailey Falls Farm, 
she has dropped four calves, three of which have been bulls 
and the last one a very able bodied heifer,that will freshen soon. 

At the same time there were purchased from Mr. Marsh, 
Imp. Princess Helena VIII. 28354, A. R. 1853, a daughter of 
Imp. Fanny’s Sequel 19563 A. R., and Princess Helena V.

4559 P. S. She was the second cow which was run for the 
Advanced Register at Bailey Falls Farm and now has com- 
pleted two records, one made as a two year old of 8207.4 
pounds of milk and 350.12 pounds of butter fat and in Class 
D, carrying a calf seven months, she produced 9783.3 pounds 
of milk and 409.55 pounds of butter fat. Imp. Princess 
Helena VIII. 28354, was one of the three cows that put their 
sire, Imp. Fanny’s Sequel 19563 into the Advanced Register. 
He now has sixteen Advanced Register daughters to his 
credit. 

In the fall of 1911, there was purchased from Messrs. 
Robert & Herbert Scoville of Chapinville, Connecticut, the 
cow, Zeta of Grasslands 18056 A. R. 1055, a daughter of 
Victorion 4135 and Zetta 12773. She was at that time an 
Advanced Register cow, with a record of 8621.4 pounds of 
milk and 455.27 pounds of butter fat. 

From Jas. E. Russell of Peekskill, New York, was pur- 
chased a daughter of King Masher 11084 A. R., Masher’s 
Glenora 29775 A. R. 1964. She was out of Glenora of Maple 
Glen’s Glenwood Gir] 20581, and for Dr. Russell had made as 
a two year old 8952.6 pounds of milk and 408.17 pounds of 
butter fat. 

A foundation cow more recently purchased is Nancy Mac’s 
Duchess 29047 A. R. 2616. She was procured of Fruit Bros., 
of Waukesha, Wisconsin, and for them in 1912 made a record 
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as a three year old of 8567.2 pounds of milk and 495.15 pounds 
of butter fat. This cow was bred by the Canterbury Shakers 
in New Hampshire, and was sired by Nancy Mac’s Son of 
Norwood 10044 A. R., and out of Duchess of Canterbury 
23832. 

The cow whose picture is shown on the cover of this Journal 
is Imp. La Belle Manna 35704 A. R. 2720. She was sired by 
Imp. Chieftain of Les Chevaliers 18419, and out of Imp. 
Manna 33082, and is proving to be a most profitable cow. 
She was purchased from S. G. Courteen of Oconomowoc, 
Wisconsin, in 1912, as a yearling, and when she freshened in 
the spring of 1913, was placed on test and in the following 
365 days produced 11491.3 pounds of milk and 521.34 pounds 
of butter fat, which when made was the highest milk record 
for an imported two year old. In the fall of 1915, she dropped 
the two beautiful calves which are shown on the cover, lying 
near her. In 1914, she was first and Grand Champion cow 
at the Illinois State Fair, and fourth prize three year old and 
fifth prize cow of official yearly record begun under the age 
of five years at the National Dairy Show. 

In 1913, Imp. Beauty of le Briquet 23276 A. R. 3539, was 
added to the herd. She was sired by Imp. Golden Hero of 
l’Etiennerie 12647 A. R., a son of Governor of the Chene 
1297 P. S., A. R., and out of Imp. Beauty of Ashburton 
23211. Since coming to the Farm she has completed a record 
of 9496.20 pounds of milk and 512.51 pounds of butter fat. 


Two of the foundation cows came from the herd of George 
C. Cooper of Superior, Wisconsin. These were Imp. Daisy 
Bas 26948 A. R. 1536, sired by Imp. Pride of Day 17126 A. R., 
and Imp. Beauty of the Adams 26945 A. R. 1429, sired by 
Golden 1908 P. S. Imp. Daisy Bas 26948 produced as a two 
year old, 7350.0 pounds of milk and 407.93 pounds of butter 
fat, and in re-test in Class B, made 8800.1 pounds of milk 
and 471.22 pounds of butter fat. Imp. Beauty of the Adams 
26945, as a two year old, produced 6484.60 pounds of milk 
and 335.78 pounds of butter fat, and on re-test as a four year 
old made 10946.3 pounds of milk and 523.46 pounds of but- 
ter fat. 

Emerald Jewel 25352, who was in some respects one of the 
most remarkable animals on the farm, was purchased from 
Robert Morey of Waukesha, Wisconsin, at a time when she 
had been in milk three months, without any special attention 
or any idea of running her for a record. She was brought 
from Waukesha and was immediately put on test for the 
Advanced Register under conditions which were not ideal 
locally, and proved to be so persistent a milker that in the 
following or last twelve months of a fifteen months’ lactation 
period, she made a record of 381.14 pounds of fat, that proved 
her persistency. The next time she freshened she had been 
prepared somewhat better for work, and in the first sixty 
days made the remarkable record of 179.14 pounds fat. 
Soon after this she became ill and steadily went down hill,

so that she had to be dried off before her year was finished 
and finally it became necessary to kill her; yet she made a 
record this time of 486.04 pounds fat. It seems quite reason- 
able to assume that had she lived and continued in good 
health, she would have made a record that would have made 
her famous. 


It is the policy to enter all cows for Advanced Register 
records as soon as they freshen and this will be kept up until 
enough pure breds are secured to take the place of the ex- 
cellent grades which still remain in the herd. The foregoing 
is but a partial list of many of the good cows and heifers that 
now are or have been on this farm. No animal that fails to 
qualify under the Advanced Register requirements is kept 
on the farm. 

The scenery on and surrounding the farm is extremely 
beautiful. One edge of the farm adjoins the genuine prairie 
land of Illinois and the other edge is skirted by the Vermillion 
river, which flowing between beautiful limestone bluffs joins 
the Illinois river a few miles on down the stream. Across the 
farm flow two creeks, the larger Bailey creek, emptying into 
the Vermillion river, over the beautiful Falls, (a miniature 
Niagara) which gave the farm its name. The other creek, 
**Bull Rush,” is smaller, but also empties into the Vermillion 
by means of a very beautiful little Falls. 


It should be evident from this that the farm itself is com- 
posed of beautiful rolling lands, marking the margin between 
the river and the plains. 

It will be noted from the description of some of the animals 
that the herd has been shown at several of the leading fairs 
during the past few years.

GUERNSEYS ON THE BORDEN CERTIFIED MILK FARM 


HIS year, for the first time, New York City dealers are 

paying for milk according to its test. Heretofore, the 

price has been such and such per hundred pounds, 
except in cases where premiums have been paid for special 
milk from high-class dairies. The new fat-test basis has been 
received with considerable dissatisfaction in some quarters 
and with considerable rejoicing in others. Naturally, every 
man judges a new thing by the way it affects his particular 
business. A good many of the dairymen around New York 
have low-testing cows and the new method of payment seems 
to them to discriminate against low-testing milk. 

However, there is no dodging the truth that butter fat is 
the most valuable constituent in milk, and as long as cream 
brings a higher price than milk, high-testing milk will have a 
commercial advantage over the low-testing milk. The 
creameries of the country long ago adopted the plan of buying 
cream on a butter fat basis, and the same method under 
present market conditions is equally fair with milk. 

Naturally there is much rejoicing in the Guernsey Camp 
and the method which the Borden Company, one of the 
largest doing a milk business in New York City, has em- 
ployed to raise the standard of the milk supplied by the herds 
on their own string of farms furnishes, by its example to 
other dairymen, added cause for rejoicing among Guernsey 
breeders. 

Dr. Cassius Way who has had directly in charge the matter 
of improving the quality of milk on the Borden Farms writes, 

‘‘We have four farms producing certified milk that are 
operated by the Company. The capacity of these farms is 
approximately four hundred head of milking cows. During 
the past year our Company has decided to purchase milk on 
the quality basis, and it is our de- 
sire to produce milk containing 
about 4.2 or 4.5 per cent of fat for 
the certified trade. This quality 
is most desired by the physicians 
and medical commissions. In 
order to bring the quality up to the 
desired standard, we decided to 
purchase some Guernsey cattle. 
We went up into Vermont and 
New Hampshire and purchased, 
through Greer Brothers of New- 
bury, Vermont, forty-three head, 
fifteen of which were pure breds 
and twenty-eight high grades. It 
is planned to develop our herds to 
contain about fifty per cent. pure 
bred Guernseys and about, fifty per

steins. This gives us a quality and quantity that is profitable 
and meets with the approval of the trade. We have pur- 
chased some good Guernsey bulls with creditable breeding 
and in two or three instances from high record dams.

Pauline’s King 22924 and Imp. White Heather’s King 22152, 
both sons of Ollie’s King of Belle Vernon II.

We trust that we will be able to prove out in 
our own herds the value of Guernsey and Holstein combina- 
tion. We are thoroughly convinced that the Guernsey will 
be the popular dairy cow of the future, however, we are of 
the opinion that her great value will be in conjunction with 
the Holstein and a herd of good producing Guernseys and 
Holsteins will be the most profitable in the long run.” 


GRADE GUERNSEYS PLEASE THEIR OWNERS . 


NCLOSED find pictures of a few of my grade Guernseys. 
EK The dam of the bull which now heads my herd has a 
private record, made at the University of Wisconsin 
as a two year old, of 275.41 pounds of butter fat in ten months. 
Number 18, shown on the left, is a three-quarter bred 
Guernsey, her granddam being a grade Brown Swiss. She 
milked 1106 pounds of milk, testing 4.5 per cent. or 49.8 
pounds of fat in 31 days. 

Number 22, shown second from the left, is a daughter of 
Number 26 shown on the extreme right. At the time the 
picture was taken she was springing and due to calve in about 
three weeks. She is a three year old and a very promising 
heifer. 

Number 1 is shown next to Number 22, and is a two and a 
half year old, a daughter of a full sister to Number 26. She 


has milked five months and ten days, and has 130 pounds 
of fat to her credit. 

Number 26 milked 1089.47 pounds, testing 4.4 per cent. or 
47.93 pounds of fat in 29 days. She is a three-quarter bred 
Guernsey. I bought her granddam, out of a ‘‘ring streaked 
and speckled” herd, as a yearling at a sale for $15.00. I wish 
very much that you could have seen her picture so the two 
could be compared. She was a fairly good milker but never 
tested over 3.8 per cent. The herd receives ordinary farm 
care. 

Guernsey dairy products are more attractive than those 
of most other dairy breeds. I do not regret the fact of having 
spent the money for a pure bred sire and would never think 
for a minute of using grade sires now, as the sire is more than 
half of the herd.

A California Herd That Holds The State Guernsey Record 


California, and is within the newly extended city 

limits of Los Angeles, although it is twenty-five miles 
from the heart of that city. It is comprised of about 640 
acres of fertile valley land, and several thousand more acres 
are leased and farmed besides. The ranch is in the San 
Fernando Valley, one that has over 100,000 tillable acres in 
it and which runs parallel with the ocean line about fifteen 
miles away. 

Not many years ago Mexican cowboys herded their cattle 
and sheep over this property, and in the hills along the south 
side southern outlaws held 
off — sheriff’s 
weeks at a time; even now 
there is a smattering of 
that life. 

Through the valley have 
been built several concrete 
roads, among them the 
State Highway, which 
runs from one end of the 
great state to the other. 
These roads have made

California the Mecca of 
tourists and motorists. 
Several years ago the 


Los Angeles aqueduct was 
started. This aqueduct Is 
about 250 miles in length 
and brings water from the 
perpetual snow-capped 
mountains to Los Angeles. 
The aqueduct traverses 
the San Fernando Valley. 
It is of sufficient size to 
carry a great surplus in 
excess of the needs of the 
city, but all the water 
must be used exclusively 
by the city, so the city 
was enlarged to make use of the surplus water. 
. Water is the one thing most needed for successful agri- 
culture in the West, so, when water was available in this 
Valley, it changed almost over night, from a great wheat 
field into small farms that were growing alfalfa, corn, beets, 
citrus and deciduous fruits and other irrigated crops; with 
these crops available, live stock came to turn them into milk 
and meat. The Elliott-Brant Rancho put in the first and 
only pure bred herd that has gone into the Valley. Grade 
herds have found their 
way in and other pure 
bred animals are com- 
ing.

for a living, now peaceful. dairy cattle stand knee-deep in 
alfalfa. Where thirty mules once pulled the great combined 
harvesters which cut, threshed and sacked the grain in one 
operation, thirty horse-power autos now speed bottled milk, 
butter, poultry and eggs over the paved roads to the city. 
The city of Los Angeles is a discriminating market; the 
people are well to do,—they want the best and pay accord- 
ingly. The Elliott-Brant Rancho has built up a modern 
farm, perfectly equipped and it supplies the most discriminat- 
ing of that trade, through the clubs, hotels and hospitals. 
Three managers conduct the operations; each takes charge 
of one department and 
specializes in that. The 
principal departments are 
Dairy, Poultry and Hog. 


The remainder of this 
article will be confined to 
the Dairy. 


Pure bred and tubercu- 
lin tested Guernseys are 
used exclusively. They 
are housed in concrete 
buildings, which conform 
so closely with the regula- 
tions that the dairy is the 
highest scoring one in the 
state, which is saying a 
great deal for there are 
many fine dairies in Cali- 
fornia. The concrete barn 
which is used exclusively 
for milking, holds fifty 
cows; two feed rooms ad- 
join it on one end and two 
concrete silos, which hold 
125 tons each, are next to 
the feed rooms. Hay, for 
winter feeding, is stored 
in a large hip-roofed barn 
capable of holding 300 
tons of hay. The hay is fed in the lower part of this barn, 
where the cows are taken after they have been milked. They 
are then let out into corrals where they stay night and day. 

The milk house is fully equipped with sanitary machinery 
and in it milk is clarified and bottled at once upon leaving 
the cow and is placed in cold storage until shipped to town 
in auto trucks. The milk is not certified but meets all the 
requirements and is superior to certified because it is the 
natural Guernsey milk. 

The herd is now com- 
posed of seventy-five 
animals, including 
young stock and bulls. 
‘The cows are an excep- 
tional lot of producers 
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and among them are several that deserve special 
mention on account of their Advanced Register 
work. Owing to the fact that the demand for milk 
greatly exceeds the supply it is necessary to treat the 
test cows exactly like the regular string, which are 
washed and cleaned before each milking; the only 
exception Is that the test cows are milked three times 
a day. Among some of the best producers are: 

Princess of Meadowbrook 25185 A. R., with 14560 
pounds of milk and 722.24 pounds of fat, which is 
the largest Guernsey record in California. A full 
account of her work may be found elsewhere in this 
number. She is a magnificent specimen, possessing 
a long straight back, deep body and a perfectly 
shaped udder. She is a great eater and very per- 
sistent milker with good production back of her. 
Her dam Is a wonderful old cow, Teddy’s Pet 20244, 
that has produced fourteen straight heifer calves. 
There is another daughter of Teddy’s Pet 20244 in 
the herd, Pet’s Pansy of Pine Grove 40181, a three year old 
that finishes her official test in April and will do well over 
500 pounds of fat, while her requirement is only 299 pounds. 
She is sired by Royalty of Maplehurst 15366, a son of Mal- 
colm of Maplehurst 5626, an A. R. sire with eleven Advanced 
Register daughters, who in turn is by Solomon F. 2d 3951 
A. R., and out of Elite of Maplehurst 8452 A. R. 

Three daughters of Imp. Deanie’s Sequel 14630, are in 
the herd; two have recently finished their two year old records 
and the third will be put on test when she freshens. One of 
these, Nellie’s Carnation 42061 A. R., made a record of over 
8500 pounds of milk and 418 pounds of butter fat and was 
first prize two year old, Junior Champion and Grand Cham- 
pion at the last California State Fair, The other, Princess 
Sequel 42062 A. R., produced 8487.1 pounds of milk and 372 
pounds of fat. 

Maybelle of Maple Lodge 42313 A. R. has just completed 
her two year old record of 460.31 pounds of fat and made 
8965.7 pounds of milk and is being re-tested as a three year 
old. A two year old sister, Buttercup of Maple Lodge 42314 
A. R., made 387.38 pounds of fat; both are by Royal Rival 
of Hillside Farms 16266 A. R. 

Imp. Elfordleigh Baroness 2d 35568 A. R., made a two 
and one-half year old record of 445 pounds of fat and will be 
re-tested when she freshens again, at six years of age. 

Polly Fisher 32734 A. R., a daughter of Hayes Royal 
Rival 13626, made a two and one-half year old record of 440 
pounds of fat. She is now on re-test as a five year old and 
gives every indication of making over 700 pounds this time. 
Butternut Queen 30478, A. R., has made a record of 532 
pounds of fat and is being re-tested now.

Twenty-one of the cows either have completed or are 
making Advanced Register records. Several in the process 
of making are worthy of note: 

Imp. Mahy’s Nellie I] du Douit 35223, a daughter of Iago 
II. 2167 P. S., A. R., is making an excellent record at five 
years of age. 

Nerio’s Elsie Granger 40057 and Elsie’s Argie Granger 
40056, both of whom are sired by Ruddy Gold 11682, who 
traces to Sheet Anchor blood through Rutilant 8399 A. R., 
who is out of Elsie 3d of Level Green 7965 A. R. 232, who 
has a record of 11809.05 pounds of milk and 582 pounds of 
fat, and who produced the dam of Masher’s Elsie 24986 A. R. 
1967, with a record of 15857.9 pounds of milk and 855.34 
pounds of fat, and Golden Elsie 2d 33442 A. R. 2274, with a 
two year old record of 13409.0 pounds of milk and 672.94 
pounds of fat, and at three years of age made over 100 pounds 
of fat in thirty days and still holds the one day record of 3.7 
pounds of fat. These two three year old heifers mentioned 
above are making over a pound and a half of fat per day. 

They are out of Laura and Martha Valentine, daughters 
of Honest Injun 9043 A. R., who sired Martha Valentine 
22190 A. R. 1674, with a record of 13462.6 pounds of milk 
and 648.15 pounds of fat. He also sired Lois Valentine 
22201, the dam of Lois Valentine’s Lad’s Lassie 45066, a two 
year old heifer of this herd that was sired by Sterling Lad 
17655 A. R., and who is making a splendid two year old 
record. In 260 days she has made 357.29 pounds of fat; she 
is milking over 30 pounds of milk per day, which tests about 
5 per cent., which should give her a record of over 500 pounds 
of fat. 

One heifer, Little Beauty 2d 45221, in 167 days has made 
256.31 pounds of fat out of three-fourths of her udder 
and shows no signs of letting up. 

The poorest record of the herd was made by a 
two and a half year old heifer who produced 338.27 
pounds of fat. 

The general plan at this ranch is to test all heifers. 
as they freshen and re-test them at five or six years 
of age. It is rather unfortunate that the test cows 
cannot receive special attention, but until the size 
of the herd can be increased their milk is needed to 
fill orders. 


A description of the sires being used in this herd 
may be of interest. The senior sire is Nevma’s 
Bartholomew 18217; he is sired by Governor Bea- 
trice 13374, a son of Imp. Cora’s Governor of Chil- 
mark 8971 A. R., who has 29 Advanced Register 
daughters that average some 400 pounds of fat; 
he is out of Imp. Cora’s Queen’s Prize IV. 16004 
A. R., who made a two and one-half year record, 
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A. R. 1352, who has an Advanced Register record 
of 12710.4 pounds of milk and 639.33 pounds of 
fat and who, as will later be seen, was a great 
show cow and is breeding on. 

“*King Bell 13482 was dropped October 5, 
1905, was sired by Imp. May Rose King 8336 
A. R., and out of Imp. Bella III. of the Ramee 
18899. We saw him last at the time of the meet- 
ing of the Michigan Guernsey Club, August 
fourteenth, and he looked as well as ever except 
that he was on the thin side. That very condition 
emphasizes his dairy qualities, especially in his 
high hip bones which are very prominent, and 
his wonderful paunch. His wither is remarkably 
thin for a bull of his age and his back level. He

calving within the year, of 410.8 pounds of fat, and is sired 
by Governor of the Chene 1297 P. S., A. R., one of the great- 
est sires of the breed. Beatrice of Castle 2d 18683 A. R., 
the dam of Governor Beatrice 13374, made a two and ‘one- 
half year old record of 389.3 pounds of fat. She is a daughter 
of Imp. Masher’s Galore 8572 A. R., who has fourteen Ad- 
vanced Register daughters and who won the New York 
State Sweepstakes over all breeds. Heinturnisasonof Imp. 
France’s Masher 2d 7248 A. R., who has twelve Advanced 
Register daughters and who is sired by Imp. Island Cham- 
pion 6263 A. R., with eight Advanced Register daughters. 

The dam of Nevma’s Bartholomew 18217 is Nevma 23187, 
who recently completed a very creditable Advanced Register 
record. She is a daughter of Robiana’s Standard 7254 A. R., 
with twelve Advanced Register daughters and who was 
Grand Champion at the first National Dairy Show and won 
six other championships. He is by Wolfram 5640 A. R., 
with eight Advanced Register daughters. 

Nevma’s Bartholomew 18217 is a magnificent specimen 
and has been much admired by experts who have examined 
him. His get are very promising and some good records may 
be expected from them soon. 

Perhaps the better of the two sires is the junior sire, New- 
grove King of Briarbank 27362. He has been called ‘‘the 
most promising bull of the breed” and an examination of his 
individuality and breeding indicates that he has such possi- 
bilities. On the California show circuit he has been a first 
prize winner wherever shown. He is approaching three years 
of age and is remarkably well developed for that age. He 
possesses an exceptionally straight, long top line, a very long, 
level rump, with his tail well set. For a bull of his size and 
weight he is exceptionally thin over the withers, yet very 
deep of chest and wide at heart girth. He has a 
beautiful head, bright eyes, nice handling, vellow 
skin, large well-placed rudimentaries and good 
storage capacity. 

He combines the very richest blood of the 
breed, being sired by King Bell 13482. King Bell 
13482, it will be remembered, is the remarkable 
son of Imp. May Rose King 8336 A. R., who was 
first prize Senior Champion and Grand Cham- 
pion bull at the Michigan State Fair in 1911. 

Valancey E. Fuller, in the October 1915, Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Journal, says in describing Briar- 
bank Farm, where King Bell 13482 reigns: 

‘*The herd has become famous as having great 
show animals who are also producers. Everyone 
who was at the National Dairy Show in 1911 
remembers the splendid string shown by Briar- 
bank, especially the sire of the herd, King Bell 
13482, and Imp. Newgrove Queen II. 27175,

is not only a great show bull but is essentially of 
dairy conformation. As might be expected from 
his breeding, his get show wonderful uniformity. 
They are straight, long and deep, and the females 
have unusually large and well-shaped udders for age and well 
placed teats. They are very beautiful and most promising.” 

At the Hope Sale last September, three of King Bell’s 
daughters sold for $1500 each. One of these, Country Belle 
of Great Barrington 35966 A. R. 4098, has a record of 9356.55 
pounds of milk and 526.31 pounds of fat. Another finished 
in March with an excellent record and the third finishes in 
June. Besides these, Polly Bell 35965, A. R., has made a 
two year old record of 442.77 pounds of fat and Bell Queen 
of Briarbank 42873 finished test in February last with a fine 
record for Mr. Barbour at Briarbank Farm. 


King Bell 13482 as has been stated, is a son of Imp. May 
Rose King 8336 A. R., all of whose living daughters have 
entered the Advanced Register. Twenty-one average 584.85 
pounds of fat, ten average 705.29 pounds of fat, while forty- 
eight of his granddaughters, sired by thirteen of his sons, 
average 509.09 pounds of fat. He was a first prize winner in 
the show ring and is the leading sire of 600-pound cows. Such 
a record stamps him a most distinguished sire. 

King Bell’s dam, Imp. Bella III. of the Ramee 18899, 
was started on official test while still a two year old and ran 
for 229 days when she was sold and her test discontinued by 
the new owner. Her requirement was 277.8 pounds of fat, 
and she made 283.81 pounds of fat in the seven and one-half 
months, which makes her more than eligible for the Advanced 
Register. She is sired by Fountain Head 1309 P. S., whose 
son, Deputy II. of the Quartiers 1818 P. S., A. R., sired three 
Advanced Register cows with records up to 829.36 pounds of 
fat. She is out of Bella of the Ramee 2390 F S., a daughter 
of Imp. Island Champion 6263 A. R., who has eight Advanced 
Register daughters while nine others have produced Ad-

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vanced Register progeny and seven sons have sired Advanced 
Register cows. 

The dam of this junior sire, Newgrove King of Briarbank 
27362, is the famous cow mentioned above by Mr. Fuller, 
Imp. Newgrove Queen II. 27175 A. R. 1352. To quote his 
article further with regard to her, he said, ‘‘It is unfortunate 
that Imp. Newgrove Queen II. 27175 should have been re- 
cently lost to this herd through intestinal trouble. It will be 
recalled that she was second in the aged class at the 1911 
National Dairy Show in very hot company and was Cham- 
pion and Grand Champion the same year at the Michigan 
State Fair. She had wonderfully straight lines, prominent 
hips, a grand barrel, splendid ribbing, a well set tail, a very 
large udder fed by splendid milk veins. Her teats were large 
and wide set and she was really a very beautiful cow.”” He 
goes on to mention daughters of this cow, calling attention 
to their excellent points and similarity to the dam and ends 
by saying, ‘“These facts show another line of blood in the 
Guernsey breed which breeds true to type.” 

Imp. Newgrove Queen II. 27175 A. R. 1352, made her 
splendid record of 12710.4 pounds of milk and 639.33 pounds 
of fat on but two milkings a day. This fact and her show 
ring record make her easily the outstanding daughter of the 
great Imp. Masher’s Sequel 11462 A. R., who has more 
daughters in the Advanced Register than any other Guernsey 
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sire. He is sired by Imp. France’s Masher 2d 7248 A. R., 
with twelve Advanced Register daughters, who in turn is 
sired by Imp. Island Champion 6263 A. R., with eight Ad- 
vanced Register daughters and is out of Imp. La Belle France 
14454, who was first over the Island for six years and was 
champion for four years. 

Imp. Newgrove Queen II. 27175 A. R. 1352 is out of Imp. 
Newgrove Queen 23647 A. R. 899, who made 427.87 pounds 
of fat. She was sired by Squire of the Fields 1005 P. S., who 
sired Loyal of the Capelles 1267 P. S.,-A. R., who sired six 
Advanced Register daughters. 


Thus it is seen that in Newgrove King of Briarbank 27362, 
we find the very richest ‘‘May Rose” and ‘‘Masher’s Sequel” 
blood and his individuality, masculinity and produce are 
proving that he is the result of careful and scientific breeding 
and is a product worthy of the combined merits of his dis- 
tinguished ancestors. 

On the show circuit the Elliott-Brant Rancho have won 
first, second or third in every class in which they have shown, 
beside taking three championships. 

With this breeding and equipment it can reasonably be 
expected that this herd will develop into one of the finest in 
the country, and it should be of particular value to the breed 
in promoting its interests in the West, which ts fast recogniz- 
ing the superior merits of the Guernsey. 


OLD ORCHARD FARM

OME twenty years ago we bought our first Guernsey 
bull, a calf about six months old, pure bred, but not 
registered. This was the first animal of the Guernsey 

breed we had ever seen. When he arrived at our station by 


express he was quite a curiosity. When my father went to 
get him he asked the bystanders if there was anyone present 
that would pay the express charges for the calf, with no 
taker. We brought the calf home and he grew splendidly 
and sired a lot of extra good grade cows. We were so pleased 
with these young grade heifers that we decided to get some 
pure breds. We bought a bull calf called Hedalion 5409 from 
Ex.-Gov. Morton’s herd, and the same fall at our local fair 
we bought an old cow 15 years old called Princess of Lakeside 
2d 5581, a grand old cow which had won first prize two years 
in succession at the New York State Fair and also a heifer 
calf called Katydin of Lakeside 12284 A. R. 503. This cow 
is still in our herd and has produced a calf each year except 
one since she was two years old and is now in calf and hale 
and hearty at 17 years of age. She was the first cow of any 
breed that was ever officially tested for a year in Northern 
New York and has a record of 462.48 pounds of butter fat. 
She has two Advanced Register daughters and another now 
on test. 

The old cow, Princess of Lakeside 2d 5581, produced us 
two fine daughters. These animals constitute the nucleus 
of our herd of 50 pure bred Guernseys. Our next bull pur- 
chased was Malcolm of Maplehurst 5626 A. R. with eleven 
Advanced Register daughters. This bull lett us some fine 
heifers including Queen of Butter Queens 23703 A. R. 1444,

who produced 398.91 pounds of butter fat as a two year old 
and at her next freshening milked 1775 pounds of milk in 
thirty days, but very unfortunately was killed by lightning 
soon afterwards. Our next bull was Prince Rosendale Jr. 
2914. He was at the head of the first prize young herd at 
the St. Louis Exposition. He also left us a few nice heifers. 
Our next purchase was Imp. France’s Masse of Lewison 
13257, who was sired by Imp. Billy’s France 12476. We 
have fourteen of his daughters which are a very promising 
lot. Our present herd bull is Moonlight King of Anna Dean 
Farm 29586. He was sired by Langwater May King 13001 
A. R., and out of Imp. Daisy Moon III. 28471, A. R. 1909, 
She is a granddaughter of Governor of the Chene 1297 P. S., 
A. R. and has a record of 18019.40 pounds of milk and 928.39 
pounds of butter fat. She holds fifth place among the class 
leaders and has the largest record for an imported cow. We 
have as yet no calves from this young bull, but have about 
thirty cows in calf to him. We think we have a right to 
expect something pretty good as he is a combination of the 
two great families of Guernseys, May Rose and Governor of 
the Chene. In developing this herd of pure bred Guernseys 
from a herd of grades of all breeds and no breed in particular, 
worth perhaps less than $1000.00 to a herd worth at least 
ten times that amount besides the increased profits of milk 
and cream produced and several thousand dollars worth of 
surplus stock sold, we have done nothing that any good dairy- 
man could not do that would be willing to invest in a few 
pure bred Guernseys and give them the care and attention 
they so richly merit and are willing to pay for in increased 
profits in return. 
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UERNSEYS are fast coming Into prominence in Cali- 
(5 fornia and cows that have been shipped west and 

have become acclimated are producing in a manner 
worthy of national attention. 


In the February number of the Journal we had the pleasure 
of reading about the splendid work of Fleurette of Riverside 
Farm 36286 A. R. 2930, who had just completed her yearly 
record of 13665.5 pounds of milk and 689.56 pounds of fat, 
which placed her fifth in Class E, and gave her the largest 
butter fat record of the breed in California. 

Now comes a new holder of the latter record in Princess 
of Meadowbrook 25185 A. R., owned by the Elliott-Brant 
Rancho at Owensmouth, California. She was born March 1, 
1908, making her six and one-half years of age when she 
started her yearly test, January 29, 1915. She won her title 
as champion producer of the State by the persistent manner 
in which she milked through the year. Her largest milking 
was 56 pounds in one day. Her greatest month was in March 
when she produced 1539.0 pounds of milk and 65.87 pounds 
of fat. Her milk kept up over the 1000 pound mark for ten 
months and would perhaps have continued there through 
the year had she not taken cold in her udder, which caused 
her to drop considerably for a time from which she never 
fully recovered. 

In the 365 days she produced 14560.20 pounds of milk 
and 722.24 pounds of butter fat, which exceeds the previous 
record by 32.68 pounds, but does not detract from it in any 
way, as the former record was made by a younger cow. 


The former record in California in Class A was held by 
Glenwood’s Hazel 28612 A. R. 3926, who made 615.97 pounds 
of fat. 

She was milked by three different milkers and produced 
equally well for them all. She is a big type of cow, possessing 
a great body, long, straight and strong back, long level rump, 
thin neck, withers and thighs. She has a beautiful head and 
eyes and a particularly large muzzle and .nostrils and, as 
might be expected, an exceptionally large, well-shaped udder, 
fed by fine milk veins. Her teats are large, evenly placed 
and she is an easy milker. She is a typical dairy cow of the 
big type that produce milk without any fuss. Aside from 
an inflamed udder, she never had a sick day and she is the 
sort of an eater that cannot be stalled. 

Owing to the fact that the test cows’ milk at the Elliott- 
Brant Rancho has to be used to supply the demand, the test 
cows are washed and cleaned just as the others are twice a 
day. The only difference in their handling is that they are 
milked three times a day. They all stay in a corral together 
and are driven into the barn at the milking time. Soit can 


be said with truth that this splendid record was made under 
herd conditions.

A glance at her breeding shows that she is in no way a freak 
but comes by her production honestly. She is sired by Row- 
ena’s Squire of Mapleton 11073, who is a full brother to 
Rowena’s Mainstay 9782 A. R., who sired Rowena Bess 
24301 A. R. 2789, with a record of 10677.5 pounds of milk and 
501.76 pounds of fat. Both of the above mentioned sires are 
by Glenwood’s Mainstay 2d 7984 A. R., the sire of Miranda 
of Mapleton 19606 A. R. 914, who has four Advanced Register 
records which reach a height of 16630.7 pounds of milk and 
927.1 pounds of fat. He in turn was sired by Glenwood’s 
Mainstay 6067 A. R., with twenty-four Advanced Register 
daughters and fourteen sons that have sired Advanced Regis- 
ter cows, and is out of My Lady Bountiful 12617 A. R. 145, 
who has a three year old record of 7964.0 pounds of milk and 
360.6 pounds of fat. Glenwood’s Mainstay 6067 A. R. is by 
Mainstay 3789 A. R., with nine Advanced Register daughters 
and five sons that have sired Advanced Register cows and is 
out of Glenwood Girl 6th 9113 A. R. 1, who made the first 
Advanced Register record of 12187.3 pounds of milk and 
572.3 pounds of butter fat. My Lady Bountiful 12617 A. R. 
145, is also sired by Mainstay 3789 A. R., and is out of Miss 
Holton of Haddon 9731. 


The dam of Princess of Meadowbrook 25185 A. R. is a 
wonderful old cow, Teddy’s Pet 20244, who has been a won- 
derful producer. She has just recently dropped her four- 
teenth straight heifer calf. She will enter the list of Great 
Producing Dams in May, when another one of her daughters, 
Pet’s Pansy of Pine Grove 40181, who was sired by Royalty 
of Maplehurst 15366, finishes her three year old record of 
over 500 pounds of fat for the Elliott-Brant Rancho. 


Teddy’s Pet 20244 is sired by Colonel Teddy 5460, a son 
of Imp. Annatto 3887, who sired Jedetta 11966 A. R. 227, 
who has a record of 8601.3 pounds of milk and 451.07 pounds 
of fat, made at four and one-half years of age and who is a 
Great Producing Dam, having produced Jedetta 2d 19630 
A. R. 623, with three Advanced Register records of 410.69 
pounds at two years of age, 482.1 pounds at three and a 
half years, and 483.61 pounds in Class A; Jedetta 3d 21496 
A. R. 1298, with a three and a half year old record of 
431.19 pounds of fat; Jedetta 4th 25198 A. R. 1070, 
with a two year old record of 292.29 pounds fat and Jedetta 
of Pinehurst 17434 A. R. 502, with a two year old record of 
424.02 pounds of fat and a five year old record of 778.8 pounds 
of fat.

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Dairy Cow Extension Movement in 


Tilinois. 


A movement is well under way in 
Illinois to increase the number of dairy 
cows in the State and to promote new 
interest in the dairy industry. To 
accomplish this, W. Scott Matthews, 
State Food Commissioner, recently in- 
vited a number of prominent business 
men to co-operate with his department 
in carrying on the work, and as a result 
sufficient funds to do this were promptly 
raised. 

It is the intention of the Commissioner 
to interest bankers in loaning money to 
farmers for the purchase of dairy cows. 

To create among farmers sentiment 
to buy dairy cows. 

To assist farmers and bankers in the 
purchase of dairy cows and pure bred 
bulls; and to educate the farmers in 
modern dairy methods in order to make 
the purchase of cows a profitable in- 
vestment. When a community buys a 
car load of cows, the department will 
send an expert among the farmers to 
instruct them in proper methods of 
feeding; care of cows and give them 
information which will be valuable to 
them in marketing their products. 

The department will also assist in 
organizing bull associations and_ will 
employ men or adopt such other means 
as may be desirable in accomplishing 
the results expected. 

The Big Four Railroad has agreed to 
furnish pure bred bulls for free distribu-. 
tion among the dairymen and farmers 
along their lines, and the Illinois Central 
has given ten thoroughbred Holstein 
bulls for free distribution among the 
farmers along their lines. This herd will 
be exhibited March 31 at Carbondale, 
Ill. A dia de fiesta will be made of the 
occasion. Bankers, farmers and other 
business men from all parts of Southern 
Illinois will be there to take part in a 
big parade and banquet which will be 
part of the plan to promote interest in 
this most important movement. Among 
the prominent speakers will be Gov. 
Edward F. Dunne; Sen. Richard Barr, 
Joliet; Sen. Kent E. Keller, Ava; Hon. 
Reed Green of Cairo, Ill.

They 
will be more surprised when they find 
how much butter they can get out of 
100 pounds of milk. I have sold some 
200 head of registered Guernseys each 
year for the past seven years and until 
recently not one stayed in my county, 
but now they are beginning to call on 
me just for a visit to talk over the milk 
situation but they generally get prices 
or buy one or more before they leave. 
I was in Massachusetts and Connecticut 
recently and got forty head of well bred 
stuff, most of them out of A. R. cows. 
I obtained some nice ones at Mixter 
Farms.

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times the Guernsey cow will exceed in 
production from what is expected from 
her outward appearance. The milk 
veins and milk wells show a good de- 
velopment. Breeders of Guernsey cattle, 
and especially farmers who are endeavor- 
ing to establish grade herds, should look 
well toward the selection of the Guernsey 
sire. 


Guernsey cattle were first introduced 
into Pennsylvania at an early date and 
did not make much progress until after 
1895, when great interest was aroused 
through the performance of the breed 
at the Chicago world’s fair. At the 
Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo, 
N. Y., in 1901, the Guernsey entered 
into competition ranked first among ten 
breeds. In this test five Guernsey cows 
produced 1429 pounds of butter in six 
months, receiving also the highest score 
on butter fat. The wonderful Guernsey 
cow, Murne Cowan, held for a short 
period the championship in the world as 
a butter fat producer. She produced 
24,008 pounds of milk and 1098 pounds 
of butter fat in one year.

Guernseys in Winnebago County, Wis. 


At the recent meeting of the farmers 
of Winnebago County, Wisconsin, who 
have taken part in the State Farm 
Management Demonstration and Con- 
test during the past year, the first honors 
were found to have been won by a breeder 
of Guernseys. This man’s herd, although 
of only average size, has made a very 
creditable showing. No official butter 
fat tests were made, but from a stand- 
point of dollars and cents, the dairy 
receipts were $136.00 per cow, as com- 
pared with $75.00 per cow for the state 
average of 440 farms in the contest. 


The Guernseys are also showing up 
well in the local cow testing association. 
The highest monthly records have with 
the exception of November, 1915, when 
the association was organized, been 
made by grade animals of this breed, as 
follows:

As the dairy interests of the state 
increase, the merits of the Guernsey are 
becoming more and more appreciated in 
this locality. Excellent foundation blood 
of the best in the breed is being brought 
in and the young stock are rapidly im- 
proving. The Spring Brook Farm herd, 
in which the writer is interested, is being 
bred up from selected individuals from 
the Governor of the Chene, Masher and 
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Glenwood strains. Some very promising 

animals have been produced which are 

doing good work under private test.

Since having a Guern- 
sey in first milk all we have to do is to 
mix the Guernsey milk with that of the 
scrub cow’s milk and Presto! when the 
butter comes it is of a beautiful golden 
color, eatable, salable and always in 
demand. I understand now why many 
Holsteindairymen use the Guernseys in 
their herds as artists to give their milk 
the beautiful golden color the Holstein 
breed lacks. 


Guernsey News from New South Wales. 


F. A. W. Thomas of Mosman, New 
South Wales, writes as follows: 

‘‘Having just purchased a small pure 
bred stud of Guernsey dairy cattle I am 
not in a position so soon to give experi- 
ences but gladly furnish some of the 
reasons prompting me to invest in the 
Guernsey. 

‘*The story is told of an Australian 
politician that it was noticed that he 
took his hat off to a cow. Asked the 
reason, he replied that his family had 
once been in financial straights and it 
was the cow (they went in for dairying) 
which put it on its financial feet again. 

‘‘T was in Guernsey Island in August, 
on a holiday and was shown cattle being 
prepared for the voyage to America. 

‘“‘I remembered that the late Sir 
Joseph Chamberlain had said that the 
‘American people were the cleverest 
people in the world.’ 

‘Guernsey people won’t allow any 
cattle whatever to be imported into the 
Island. I surmised that they were the 
best judges of their own cattle and had 
confidence in them themselves. 

*‘On returning to Australia I discov- 
ered that the supply of Guernsey female 
cattle was not equal to the demand. 

**I considered too, I would get more 
pleasure out of breeding Guernsey cattle 
than any other Investment apart from 
its profitable nature. 

**The herd is at Marada, Aberdeen, 
N. S. W., and consists of four head, all 
registered animals.” 


Guernseys Find Favor with Upper 
Peninsula Dairymen. 


W. F. Raven, of East Lansing, who 
is connected with both the College 
Extension work and the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as a field-agent, 
writes from Marquette, Michigan: 
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‘| have just received your last issue 
in which I note the announcement of 
the death of my old friend ‘‘Sam” Wil- 
son of Flint. The dairy interests of 
Michigan have lost a good man and Flint 
a good citizen. 

‘Dairying is gaining in favor in the 
Upper Peninsula.

It is their inten- 
tion, with this start, to make Gogebic 
county solidly Guernsey and they have 
excellent prospects of realizing their 
ambition. 

‘At Republic, in Marquette county, 
there is another Guernsey association in 
process of being organized under the 
direction of L. R. Walker, County Agent 
for Marquette county. There is also 
another Guernsey association being 
formed at Bark River, in Delta county, 
which will be closed up within two 
weeks.” —Brownell’s Dairy Farmer. 


Kineth Farm Guernseys. 


Mr. J. H. Kineth of Coupeville, 
Washington, bought five head of regis- 
tered Guernsey cattle from the estate of 
S. W. Hart of Port Angeles, a few months 
ago. Mr. Kineth will establish a sub- 
stantial breeders’ herd as he realizes there 
is a growing market for Guernseys on 
Whidby Island, and when the demand 
near home is supplied some of the orders 
coming from the numerous dairymen in 
all parts of the state will be given at- 
tention.

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The showing of cattle is a good way of 
advertising, but the making of yearly 
records is a better way. High producing 
animals are always in demand. 

Every breeder must expect to get 
disease in the herd to some extent. Some 
precautionary measures are desirable. 
Tuberculosis can almost entirely be kept 
from the herd by buying only tested ani- 
mals which should be kept isolated from 
the herd six months and retested. The 
entire herd should be tested once a year. 
Contagious abortion is harder to control. 
It will appear as a cloud in a clear sky 
and as mysteriously disappear. A bull 
should always be disinfected before and 
after service. It may prevent the spread 
of this dread disease. 

Animals should always have plenty of 
exercise, especially growing calves. Heif- 
ers should be kept out doors most of the 
time and in buildings that are not over- 
heated. 

Liberal feeding of protein feeds as well 
as silage and hay are necessary with out- 
door treatment in order that heifers may 
grow and be in good flesh at calving time. 

When in milk the individual animal 
should receive careful study and be fed 
according to their likes, especially when 
on test. 

A lover of cows can detect a dull eye 
almost instantly. The herd should be 
looked over the first thing in the morn- 
ing. Often a mess of feed taken away 
will prevent an animal from getting off 
her feed. She can be brought back with 
ground oats and bran and gradually be 
worked on to the regular ration. 

Bulky feed mixtures with silage and 
roots will go a long way toward avoiding 
indigestion. Alfalfa leaves and beet pulp 
will serve the same purpose. 

There are cows which if studied will be 
found to like certain foods that will act 
as appetizers. For example, Miranda of 
Mapleton, whose record is the sixth 
largest of any cow of the breed, would 
not eat a handful of gluten, but she 
she loved alfalfa leaves. She would eat 
a supply of them after she had apparently 
finished eating, then go on and eat more 
of other foods. 

A good care taker is indispensable in 
the making of records. A cow will learn 
to love the man who cares for her if he 
caters to her wants and will often resent 
a change of milkers. 

There will always be a demand for 
good cows at good prices. Breeding pure 
bred cattle is a life work. After a breed 
has been chosen the dairyman must stick 
to it and success is sure to come if he 
likes the business.

Guernseys Find Favor in South Carolina. 


Last November there was established 
at Darlington, South Carolina, a Co- 
operative Creamery. This creamery is 
managed under the direction of the 
Extension Division of Clemson College, 
South Carolina, and United States 
Department of Agriculture. This is the 
first creamery to be established in the 
eastern part of the state. The farmers 
in this section have not heretofore been 
raising any money crops, except cotton, 
and the dairy interest has been neglected, 
so much so that when the creamery was 
established it was necessary for many of 
the farmers to buy cows. It is interest- 
ing to note that the Guernsey has been 
selected to improve the native cattle of 
that county, and that a carload of grade 
Guernsey cows and several pure bred 
bulls have just been received in one 
section of that community and will no 
doubt have a great influence on increas- 
ing the milk production.

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To The Breeders of Record Holsteins. 


Hoard’s Dairyman:—lIn your issue of 
Hoard’s Dairyman for December 10th, 
you give ten highest butter fat records 
for Holsteins, Guernseys, Jerseys, and 
Ayrshires. From these figures, it ap- 
pears that during the last year the 
Holstein breeders have accomplished a 
feat which the same figures show is 
apparently beyond the abilities of Guern- 
sey, Jersey, or Ayrshire breeders, and 
according to all my reading is an im- 
possibility. I do not refer to the capture 
of the three highest records. 

I have recently entered the dairy field. 
For two years prior to doing so, I read 
government and state reports, your 
valuable paper, and all the books I 
found on dairying. The statement has 
been universal that the quantity of milk 
may be increased by proper or forced 
feeding, but the quality either cannot 
improved at all or only for short periods 
and that the breed or the individual 
cow, subject to the limitations of the 
breed, determines quality. 

Conquering this law of nature is the 
feat the Holstein breeders seem to have 
accomplished during the past year, 
while the Guernsey, Jersey and Ayrshire 
breeders have stood sadly still. 

Your article says that during the 
present year 1915, five cows broke rec- 
ords—two Guernseys and then three 
Holsteins. I point out that the Guern- 
sey, May Rilma, broke the record by 
increasing quantity of milk and main- 
taining only average Guernsey quality. 
That is, the eight Guernsey cows that 
preceded her averaged in quality 5.47 
per cent. butter fat. She averaged 5.45 
per cent. The Guernsey, Murne Cowan, 
broke the record by large increase in 
quantity—with the decrease in quality 
that the books say usually follows. 
She averaged in butter fat only 4.57 
per cent. Both cows working in full 
accord with what the books say is the 
rule of nature. 

Turn to the Jersey records: We see 
the three leading cows show an average 
butter fat of 5.61 per cent. The seven 
cows that preceeded them averaged 
5.25 per cent. three leading Jersey rec- 
ords are so well in accord wish Jersey 
characteristics that no one would credit 
the breeders with victory over a law of 
nature. 

Turn to the Ayrshire: The three 
leading cows average 4.05 per cent. 
The seven cows that preceded them 
averaged 3.98 per cent. Law of nature 
in full force. 

But turn to the Holstein and here is 
the feat. I doff my hat in admiration— 
or is it wonderment? The three leading 
Holstein records made this year, 1915, 
show an average butter fat test of 4.34 
per cent. The seven cows that preceded

them showed only 3.74 per cent. Since 
state experiments, exposition tests, gov- 
ernment reports show 3.74 per cent is a 
high test for Holsteins; since the average 
test for the breed given by the Holstein 
Association is only 3.43, this 4.34 per 
cent. is most remarkable. 

The law of nature (the books say it is; 
the state reports say it is; you say it is;) 
is apparently knocked high and dry and 
out of joint. 

If the breeders of these Holsteins would 
tell us how they accomplished this vic- 
tory over a law of nature, if they would 
give us the breeding and the test of 
these cows’ ancestors, if the feeders 
would tell us the story of the feeding 
(if the feeding is responsible),—they 
would do even more for the dairy busi- 
ness than they have in securing the 
result. This is a great upset of all my 
reading. Did I spend those two years 
in vain? Must the government reports 
hereafter be read through spectacles 
clouded with doubt? And the state 
reports? And the exposition tests? 
Must we question even what you tell 
us in your paper which up till now I, at 
least, have believed inspired? Where 
are we at? Where are we at?

The Associa- 
tion has a small membership now, but 
it will increase this within a short time.”

The January record of the Rock 
County Cow Testing Association shows 
twenty cows, an increase of fourteen 
over the December report, that gave 
forty or more pounds of fat during the 
month’s period. Marguerite, a grade 
Guernsey, owned by F. O. Uehling, near 
Janesville, has the highest milk and 
butter fat production for the month 
giving 1559 pounds of milk of 5 per cent. 
test and 77.9 pounds of butter fat. An 
Ayrshire cow belonging to Jas. Van Etta

Guernsey, 
looks very much like him and while not 
having so many white markings as Chief 
of Oakwood 30759, yet she has the white 
triangle in the forehead, the lower half 
of the switch white and fluffy, her under- 
line white predominating and a few 
speckles of white on the barrel and the 
hind quarters on either side have quite a 
few white markings. She is strong and 
healthy and doing very well at this 
writing. The color of her dam, of course, 
is the deep solid fawn of the high grade 
Jersey. 

Well, all of my high grade Guernsey 
heifers are doing beautifully and the 
ones, Hope and Deanie, that I purchased 
two years ago this coming fall from 
Edgewater Stock Farms, are now in calf 
to Chief of Oakwood 30759. The heifer 
calf’s name is Mattie and let us hope 
for a record for her.

Grade Guernseys to be Registered. 


A production registry of grade Guern- 
sey cows has been established at the 
Northeast Demonstration Farm and 
Station at Duluth. It is thought that 
the registry will stimulate improvement 
in Guernsey herds by placing a premium 
on registered bulls and by standardizing 
the market price of good heifers. 

The only animals that will be included 
in the registry are cows and heifers from 
registered Guernsey bulls. The registry 
is of production, not of individuals, and 
a certain production record must be 
made before the animal is eligible. The 
aim is to eliminate the scrub bull, and 
the grade bull as well. Values will tend 
to become standardized on the basis of 
production, and as a result both buyers 
and sellers will be protected.

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herds, than we were able to do in the 
previous ten years by the use of the 
temperature test. Where retesting is 
necessary, we can get better results with 
the intradermal for the reason that less 
tuberculin is injected and there is not so 
much tendency for cattle to become 
immunized against the test. During 
1914, we killed 351 head of cattle con- 
demned by the intradermal test of which 
331, or 94%, showed lesions. We killed 
20 head condemned on the temperature 
test of which 15, or 75%, showed lesions. 
During the present year we have killed 
545 head condemned on the intradermal 
test of which 485, or 89%, showed lesions. 
We have killed 76 head condemned by 
the temperature test of which 68, or 
8914%, showed lesions. An _ unusual 
number condemned by the intradermal 
method has failed to show post-mortem 
lesions this year, and this Is accounted 
for by the fact that in quite a number of 
badly infected herds we have made a 
retest at the end of ninety days and thus 
caught a good many animals in the 
Incipient stage of tuberculosis. In this 
way, we account for over half of the 60 
head which showed no lesions. 

We desire to use the intradermal 
method for the reason that with our 
small force we could not possibly make 
any showing with the temperature test. 
With the intradermal, we can cover the 
ground faster and, at the same time, 
get more accurate results.

Emerande Fern 43957, a four 
year old, is making a good record. They 
report sales good and have to refuse to 
sell females.

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New England Railroads to Return Show 
Cattle Free. 


To the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal: 

The three chief railroads of New 
England have expressed a desire to co- 
operate with the agricultural interests 
of the six states by re-adopting their 
former policy in the matter of the return 
of live stock exhibits from fairs. This 
action is of importance to all of the 
about 100 county and other fair associa- 
tions of New England as well as to 
owners of fine cattle. 


Some weeks ago it was announced that 
the roads would no longer return live 
stock exhibits free; that is, transport 
them to a fair and then back to the 
starting point for a one-way charge. 
The New England Fair Association 
appointed a special committee to make 
a protest. The secretary of the Hamp- 
den County Improvement League, John 
A. Scheuerle, on behalf of his organiza- 
tion and the Eastern States Agricultural 
and Industrial Exposition, was a mem- 
ber of this committee. In announcing 
the action of the railroads he today said: 


‘We found the Boston & Maine, 
Boston & Albany, and New York, New 
Haven & Hartford anxious to co-operate 
with us. When we presented this matter 
to them, they said in effect that anything 
their roads could do to benefit our farm 
interests we might count on. Our assur- 
ances of the former policy came from 
James H. Hustis of the Boston & Maine, 
Howard M. Biscoe of the Boston & 
Albany and B. Campbell of the New 
Haven. This action is a direct and 
immediate result of the efforts of the 
Eastern States Exposition to bring 
about co-operation between our agricul- 
tural and commercial interests. Our 
message from one of the gentlemen 
named contained these words:—‘Our 
road is deeply interested in the agricul- 
tural development of New England.’ 
Another road offered to help secure the 
re-adoption of the old rule on roads with 
which it connects.”

‘‘For several years it has been a part 
of my business as proprietor of the 
Colusa Butter Company to. supply 
dairymen with dairy cows upon butter 
fat payments; receiving our supply from 
the best stock obtainable from California 
points. My experience in handling stock 
in this way, in connection with our 
creameries, has convinced me that Cali- 
fornia dairymen will become greatly 
benefited by securing pure bred dairy 
stock. This is what prompted me to 
secure a foundation herd of pure bred 
Guernseys and Jerseys. I intend to 
handle the same in a way that will most 
benefit patrons of our creameries. I 
expect the stock which I have secured 
will become the means of increasing the 
butter fat production three-fold over 
the amount which is now being produced 
by California dairymen. 

Upon a recent visit to my former home 
in Wisconsin, I found that Wisconsin 
dairymen were marketing their butter 
fat at a less price per pound than is being 
paid by California creameries. Not- 
withstanding this fact, eastern dairymen 
are realizing three times more money per 
cow each year than is being received by 
dairymen in California. This is ac- 
counted for by the increased amount of 
butter fat produced by eastern dairy- 
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
